W E STILL ARE INFANTS IN SOCIAL PROGRESS. 
The fact that modern civ ilzation has two faces, one of 
which has been modeled with much more skill than the 
other, comes close to being the basic point of all our trou­ 
bles. 
These two faces are the material realm of science, in­ 
v ention, and technical prog ress, on the one side, and the 
social realm or human 
relations, 
emotions, and mass 
thinking , on the other. 
The former is v ery far a dv a nced; the latter is a con­ 
stant reminder that we are relativ ely only a few g enera ­ 
tions out of barbarism. 
A striking illustration of this wa s furnished not long 
ag o by Ur. William E. Wickenden, president of the Case 
School of Applied Science. 
Suppose, sa y s Dr. Wickenden, that y ou translate the 
history of the human race, cov ering a pprox ima tely a mil­ 
lion y ears, into the terms of a ma n’s lifetime. 
Suppose 
that the race, in other words, is a man 50 y ears old. How 
long has the race been civ ilized? 
“ In terms of personal adjustment rather than race a d­ 
justment,” he answers, “ it is as if civ ilization had beg un 
only 19 day s ag o, as if a cumulativ e science went back 
only to midnig ht, and a habit of deliberate inv ention only 
to this morning , and the ag e of electric power had beg un 
about the time we reached our offices this morning . 
In other words, we hav e been out of the wilderness only 
a v ery short time, and our acquisition of those complex 
tools by which modern society is maintained dates hack 
only an hour or so. 
Tha t being the case, it is small wonder that we hav e 
not y et discov ered how to ex tract the utmost in human 
\a lues from the machines which our ing enuity has dev is­ 
ed. 
We hav e done marv elously well at the job of inv ent­ 
ing thing s, but we hav e ma de hardly any prog ress at the 
job of learning how to use them after we hav e them in­ 
v ented. 
That is why we hav e starv ation in the midst of plenty ; 
why we sufTer because we hav e too much of ev ery thing , 
and not because we hav e too little. 
Our task now is to educa te ourselv es up to the lev el 
of our scientists and our technicians. 
Until we do so, their 
a chiev ements will do us nearly as much harm as g ood.
